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SECTION 1 - GENERAL INFORMATION

1.1  Summary Statement

1.1.1 The Maryland State Retirement Agency (Agency) is issuing this Request for Proposals (RFP) to obtain Death
Match Services for the Maryland State Retirement and Pension System.

1.1.2 Itis the Agency’s intention to obtain services, as specified in this RFP, from a Contract between the selected
Offeror and the Agency. The anticipated duration of services to be provided under this Contract is for five (5)
years, with no renewal options. See Section 1.4 for more information.

1.1.3 The Agency intends to make a single award as a result of this RFP. See RFP Section 1.15 for more
information.

1.1.4  An Offeror, either directly or through its subcontractor(s), must be able to provide all services and meet all of
the requirements requested in this solicitation and the successful Offeror (the Contractor) shall remain
responsible for Contract performance regardless of subcontractor participation in the work.

1.2 Abbreviations and Definitions

a. Account Monitor — The individual identified by the Contractor as the primary contact for the Agency in the
management of the Contract issued pursuant to this RFP.

Death Match Services - The researching, through public and proprietary databases, participant information
provided by the Agency to identify those participants who are deceased or suspected of being deceased within
all fifty (50) states of the United States of America and the District of Columbia.

Go-Live Date — The date, as specified in the Notice to Proceed, when the Contractor must begin providing all
services required by this solicitation. See Section 1.4.

Key Personnel — All personnel identified by the Offeror in its Proposal that are essential to the work being
performed under the Contract. See RFP Sections 1.23 and 4.4.2.7.

Local Time — Time in the Eastern Time Zone as observed by the State of Maryland. Unless otherwise
specified, all stated times shall be Local Time, even if not expressly designated as such.

Minority Business Enterprise (MBE) — Any legal entity certified as defined at COMAR 21.01.02.01B(54)
which is certified by the Maryland Department of Transportation under COMAR 21.11.03.

Notice to Proceed (NTP) — A written notice from the Procurement Officer that, subject to the conditions of
the Contract, work under the Contract is to begin as of a specified date. The start date listed in the NTP is the
Go Live Date, and is the official start date of the Contract for the actual delivery of services as described in
this solicitation. After Contract Commencement, additional NTPs may be issued by either the Procurement
Officer or the Agency Contract Manager regarding the start date for any service included within this
solicitation with a delayed or non-specified implementation date.

Offeror — An entity that submits a Proposal in response to this RFP.

Procurement Officer — Prior to the award of any Contract, the sole point of contact in the State for purposes
of this solicitation.

The Contract that results from this solicitation shall commence as of the date the Contract is signed by the
Department following any required approvals of the Contract, including approval by the Board of Public
Works, if such approval is required (“Contract Commencement”).

The period of time from the date of Contract Commencement through the Go-Live Date (see Section 1.2
definition and Section 1.4.3) will be the Contract “Start-up Period.” During the Start-up Period the
Contractor shall perform start-up activities such as are necessary to enable the Contractor to begin the
successful performance of Contract activities as of the Go Live Date. No compensation will be paid to the
Contractor for any activities it performs during the Start-up Period.

As of the Go-Live Date contained in a Notice to Proceed (see Section 1.2 definition), anticipated to be on or
about October 1, 2015, the Contractor shall perform all activities required by the Contract, including the
requirements of this solicitation, and the offerings in its Technical Proposal, for the compensation described
in its Financial Proposal.

The duration of the Contract will be for the period of time from Contract Commencement to the Go-Live Date
(the Start-Up Period as described in Section 1.4.2) plus five (5) years from the Go-Live Date for the provision
of all services required by the Contract and the requirements of this solicitation.

The Contractor’s obligations to pay invoices to subcontractors that provided services during the Contract
term, as well as the audit, confidentiality, document retention, and indemnification obligations of the Contract
(see Attachment A) shall survive expiration or termination of the Contract and continue in effect until all such
obligations are satisfied.

At least ninety (90) calendar days prior to the anniversary of the start date of this
Contract, the Account Monitor may request, in writing, an adjustment in the fixed price
based on the current CPI-U. Adjustments, if any, shall be based on a change in the CPI-
U as calculated below. In the event the CPI-U for the measured period is negative, the
Contractor shall seek an adjustment and reduce the contract price accordingly. In the
event the CPI-U for the measured period is positive, the Contractor shall have the option
of maintaining the existing contract price or seeking an upward adjustment up to the
maximum allowable percentage increase. In the event the calculation exceeds five
percent (5%), the maximum increase shall be limited to five percent (5%) of the current
CPI-U.

1.10 Procurement Method

This Contract will be awarded in accordance with the Competitive Sealed Proposals method under COMAR 21.05.03.
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1.11 Proposals Due (Closing) Date and Time

Proposals, in the number and form set forth in Section 4.2 “Proposals” must be received by the Procurement Officer
at the address listed on the Key Information Summary Sheet, no later than 2:00 P.M. Local Time on July 20, 2015 in
order to be considered.

Requests for extension of this time or date will not be granted. Offerors mailing Proposals should allow sufficient
mail delivery time to ensure timely receipt by the Procurement Officer. Except as provided in COMAR 21.05.03.02.F
and 21.05.02.10, Proposals received after the due date and time listed in this section will not be considered.

Proposals may be modified or withdrawn by written notice received by the Procurement Officer before the time and
date set forth in this section for receipt of Proposals.

Proposals may not be submitted by e-mail or facsimile. Proposals will not be opened publicly.
Vendors not responding to this solicitation are requested to submit the “Notice to Vendors” form, which includes

\ 1.12  Multiple or Alternate Proposals

Multiple and/or alternate Proposals will not be accepted.

\ 1.13 Economy of Preparation

Proposals should be prepared simply and economically and provide a straightforward and concise description of the
Offeror’s Proposal to meet the requirements of this RFP.

1.14 Public Information Act Notice

An Offeror should give specific attention to the clear identification of those portions of its Proposal that it considers
confidential and/or proprietary commercial information or trade secrets, and provide justification why such materials,
upon request, should not be disclosed by the State under the Public Information Act, Md. Code Ann., General
Provisions Article, Title 4. (Also, see RFP Section 4.4.3.2 “Claim of Confidentiality”’). This confidential and/or
proprietary information should be identified by page and section number and placed after the Title Page and before
the Table of Contents in the Technical Proposal and if applicable, separately in the Financial Proposal.

Offerors are advised that, upon request for this information from a third party, the Procurement Officer is required to
make an independent determination whether the information must be disclosed.

1.15 Award Basis

The Contract shall be awarded to the responsible Offeror submitting the Proposal that has been determined to be the
most advantageous to the State, considering price and evaluation factors set forth in this RFP (see COMAR
21.05.03.03F), for providing the goods and services as specified in this RFP. See RFP Section 5 for further award
information.
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1.16 Oral Presentation

Offerors may be required to make oral presentations to State representatives. Offerors must confirm in writing any
substantive oral clarification of, or change in, their Proposals made in the course of discussions. Any such written
clarifications or changes then become part of the Offeror’s Proposal and are binding if the Contract is awarded. The
Procurement Officer will notify Offerors of the time and place of oral presentations.

1.17 Duration of Proposal

Proposals submitted in response to this RFP are irrevocable for 120 days following the closing date for submission of
Proposals or best and final offers if requested. This period may be extended at the Procurement Officer’s request only
with the Offeror’s written agreement.

1.18 Revisions to the RFP

If it becomes necessary to revise this RFP before the due date for Proposals, the Agency shall endeavor to provide
addenda to all prospective Offerors that were sent this RFP or which are otherwise known by the Procurement Officer
to have obtained this RFP. In addition, addenda to the RFP will be posted on the Agency’s procurement web page
and through eMM. It remains the responsibility of all prospective Offerors to check all applicable websites for any
addenda issued prior to the submission of Proposals. Addenda made after the due date for Proposals will be sent only
to those Offerors that submitted a timely Proposal and that remain under award consideration as of the issuance date
of the addenda.

Acknowledgment of the receipt of all addenda to this RFP issued before the Proposal due date shall be included in the
Transmittal Letter accompanying the Offeror’s Technical Proposal (see RFP Section 4.4.2.3). Acknowledgement of
the receipt of addenda to the RFP issued after the Proposal due date shall be in the manner specified in the addendum
notice. Failure to acknowledge receipt of an addendum does not relieve the Offeror from complying with the terms,
additions, deletions, or corrections set forth in the addendum.

1.19 Cancellations

The State reserves the right to cancel this RFP, accept or reject any and all Proposals, in whole or in part, received in
response to this RFP, to waive or permit the cure of minor irregularities, and to conduct discussions with all qualified
or potentially qualified Offerors in any manner necessary to serve the best interests of the State. The State also
reserves the right, in its sole discretion, to award a Contract based upon the written Proposals received without
discussions or negotiations.

1.20 Incurred Expenses

The State will not be responsible for any costs incurred by any Offeror in preparing and submitting a Proposal, in
making an oral presentation, in providing a demonstration, or in performing any other activities related to submitting a
Proposal in response to this solicitation.

1.21  Protest/Disputes

Any protest or dispute related, respectively, to this solicitation or the resulting Contract shall be subject to the
provisions of COMAR 21.10 (Administrative and Civil Remedies).
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1.22  Offeror Responsibilities

NOTE: The use of subcontractors is not permissible for this solicitation.

The selected Offeror shall be responsible for all products and services required by this RFP. All subcontractors must
be identified and a complete description of their role relative to the Proposal must be included in the Offeror’s
Proposal. If applicable, subcontractors utilized in meeting the established MBE or VSBE participation goal(s) for this
solicitation shall be identified as provided in the appropriate Attachment(s) of this RFP (see Section 1.33 “Minority
Business Enterprise Goals” and Section 1.41 “Veteran-Owned Small Business Enterprise Goals”).

If an Offeror that seeks to perform or provide the services required by this RFP is the subsidiary of another entity, all
information submitted by the Offeror, including but not limited to references, financial reports, or experience and
documentation (e.g. insurance policies, bonds, letters of credit) used to meet minimum qualifications, if any, shall
pertain exclusively to the Offeror, unless the parent organization will guarantee the performance of the subsidiary. If
applicable, the Offeror shall submit with its Proposal an explicit statement, signed by an authorized representative of
the parent organization, stating that the parent organization will guarantee the performance of the subsidiary.

A parental guarantee of the performance of the Offeror under this Section will not automatically result in crediting the
Offeror with the experience and/or qualifications of the parent under any evaluation criteria pertaining to the Offeror’s
experience and qualifications. Instead, the Offeror will be evaluated on the extent to which the State determines that
the experience and qualification of the parent are transferred to and shared with the Offeror, the parent is directly
involved in the performance of the Contract, and the value of the parent’s participation as determined by the

1.23 Substitution of Personnel

A Continuous Performance of Key Personnel

Unless substitution is approved per paragraphs B-D of this section, key personnel shall be the same personnel
proposed in the Contractor’s Technical Proposal, which will be incorporated into the Contract by reference.
Such identified key personnel shall perform continuously for the duration of the Contract, or such lesser
duration as specified in the Technical Proposal. Key personnel may not be removed by the Contractor from
working under this Contract, as described in the RFP or the Contractor’s Technical Proposal, without the prior
written approval of the Contract Manager.

If the Contract is task order based, the provisions of this section apply to key personnel identified in each task
order proposal and agreement.

B. Definitions
For the purposes of this section, the following definitions apply:

Extraordinary Personal Circumstance — means any circumstance in an individual’s personal life that
reasonably requires immediate and continuous attention for more than fifteen (15) days and that precludes the
individual from performing his/her job duties under this Contract. Examples of such circumstances may
include, but are not limited to: a sudden leave of absence to care for a family member who is injured, sick, or
incapacitated; the death of a family member, including the need to attend to the estate or other affairs of the
deceased or his/her dependents; substantial damage to, or destruction of, the individual’s home that causes a
major disruption in the individual’s normal living circumstances; criminal or civil proceedings against the
individual or a family member; jury duty; and military service call-up.
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Incapacitating — means any health circumstance that substantially impairs the ability of an individual to
perform the job duties described for that individual’s position in the RFP or the Contractor’s Technical
Proposal.

Sudden — means when the Contractor has less than thirty (30) days’ prior notice of a circumstance beyond its
control that will require the replacement of any key personnel working under the Contract.

Key Personnel General Substitution Provisions

The following provisions apply to all of the circumstances of staff substitution described in paragraph D of
this section.

1.

The Contractor shall demonstrate to the Contract Manager’s satisfaction that the proposed substitute key
personnel have qualifications at least equal to those of the key personnel for whom the replacement is
requested.

The Contractor shall provide the Contract Manager with a substitution request that shall include:

e A detailed explanation of the reason(s) for the substitution request;

e The resume of the proposed substitute personnel, signed by the substituting individual and his/her
formal supervisor;

e The official resume of the current personnel for comparison purposes; and

e Any evidence of any required credentials.

The Contract Manager may request additional information concerning the proposed substitution. In
addition, the Contract Manager and/or other appropriate State personnel involved with the Contract may
interview the proposed substitute personnel prior to deciding whether to approve the substitution request.

The Contract Manager will notify the Contractor in writing of: (i) the acceptance or denial, or (ii)
contingent or temporary approval for a specified time limit, of the requested substitution. The Contract
Manager will not unreasonably withhold approval of a requested key personnel replacement.

Replacement Circumstances

1.

Voluntary Key Personnel Replacement

To voluntarily replace any key personnel, the Contractor shall submit a substitution request as described
in paragraph C of this section to the Contract Manager at least fifteen (15) days prior to the intended date
of change. Except in a circumstance described in paragraph D.2 of this clause, a substitution may not
occur unless and until the Contract Manager approves the substitution in writing.

Key Personnel Replacement Due to Vacancy

The Contractor shall replace key personnel whenever a vacancy occurs due to the sudden termination,
resignation, leave of absence due to an Extraordinary Personal Circumstance, Incapacitating injury,
illness or physical condition, or death of such personnel. (A termination or resignation with thirty (30)
days or more advance notice shall be treated as a Voluntary Key Personnel Replacement as per Section
D.1 of this section.).

Under any of the circumstances set forth in this paragraph D.2, the Contractor shall identify a suitable
replacement and provide the same information or items required under paragraph C of this section within
fifteen (15) days of the actual vacancy occurrence or from when the Contractor first knew or should have
known that the vacancy would be occurring, whichever is earlier.
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3. Key Personnel Replacement Due to an Indeterminate Absence

If any key personnel has been absent from his/her job for a period of ten (10) days due to injury, illness,
or other physical condition, leave of absence under a family medical leave, or an Extraordinary Personal
Circumstance and it is not known or reasonably anticipated that the individual will be returning to work
within the next twenty (20) days to fully resume all job duties, before the 25th day of continuous
absence, the Contractor shall identify a suitable replacement and provide the same information or items to
the Contract Manager as required under paragraph C of this section.

However, if this person is available to return to work and fully perform all job duties before a replacement
has been authorized by the Contract Manager, at the option and sole discretion of the Contract Manager,
the original personnel may continue to work under the Contract, or the replacement personnel will be
authorized to replace the original personnel, notwithstanding the original personnel’s ability to return.

4. Directed Personnel Replacement

a.

The Contract Manager may direct the Contractor to replace any personnel who are perceived as
being unqualified, non-productive, unable to fully perform the job duties due to full or partial
Incapacity or Extraordinary Personal Circumstance, disruptive, or known, or reasonably believed,
to have committed a major infraction(s) of law, agency, or Contract requirements. Normally, a
directed personnel replacement will occur only after prior notification of problems with requested
remediation, as described in paragraph 4.b. If after such remediation the Contract Manager
determines that the personnel performance has not improved to the level necessary to continue
under the Contract, if at all possible at least fifteen (15) days notification of a directed
replacement will be provided. However, if the Contract Manager deems it necessary and in the
State’s best interests to remove the personnel with less than fifteen (15) days’ notice, the Contract
Manager can direct the removal in a timeframe of less than fifteen (15) days, including immediate
removal.

In circumstances of directed removal, the Contractor shall, in accordance with paragraph C of this
section, provide a suitable replacement for approval within fifteen (15) days of the notification of
the need for removal, or the actual removal, whichever occurs first.

If deemed appropriate in the discretion of the Contract Manager, the Contract Manager shall give
written notice of any personnel performance issues to the Contractor, describing the problem and
delineating the remediation requirement(s). The Contractor shall provide a written Remediation
Plan within ten (10) days of the date of the notice and shall implement the Remediation Plan
immediately upon written acceptance by the Contract Manager. If the Contract Manager rejects
the Remediation Plan, the Contractor shall revise and resubmit the plan to the Contract Manager
within five (5) days, or in the timeframe set forth by the Contract Manager in writing.

Should performance issues persist despite the approved Remediation Plan, the Contract Manager
will give written notice of the continuing performance issues and either request a new
Remediation Plan within a specified time limit or direct the substitution of personnel whose
performance is at issue with a qualified substitute, including requiring the immediate removal of
the key personnel at issue.

Replacement or substitution of personnel under this section shall be in addition to, and not in lieu
of, the State’s remedies under the Contract or which otherwise may be available at law or in
equity.
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1.24 Mandatory Contractual Terms

By submitting a Proposal in response to this RFP, an Offeror, if selected for award, shall be deemed to have accepted
the terms and conditions of this RFP and the Contract, attached herein as Attachment A. Any exceptions to this RFP
or the Contract shall be clearly identified in the Executive Summary of the Technical Proposal. A Proposal that
takes exception to these terms may be rejected (see RFP Section 4.4.2.4).

1.25 Bid/Proposal Affidavit

A Proposal submitted by an Offeror must be accompanied by a completed Bid/Proposal Affidavit. A copy of this
Affidavit is included as Attachment B of this RFP.

1.26 Contract Affidavit

All Offerors are advised that if a Contract is awarded as a result of this solicitation, the successful Offeror will be
required to complete a Contract Affidavit. A copy of this Affidavit is included as Attachment C of this RFP. This
Affidavit must be provided within five (5) Business Days of notification of proposed Contract award. This Contract
Affidavit is also required to be submitted by the Contractor with any Contract renewal, including the exercise of any
options or modifications that may extend the Contract term. For purposes of completing Section “B” of this Affidavit
(Certification of Registration or Qualification with the State Department of Assessments and Taxation), note that a
business entity that is organized outside of the State of Maryland is considered to be a “foreign” business.

1.27 Compliance with Laws/Arrearages

By submitting a Proposal in response to this RFP, the Offeror, if selected for award, agrees that it will comply with all
Federal, State, and local laws applicable to its activities and obligations under the Contract.

By submitting a response to this solicitation, each Offeror represents that it is not in arrears in the payment of any
obligations due and owing the State, including the payment of taxes and employee benefits, and that it shall not
become so in arrears during the term of the Contract if selected for Contract award.

1.28 Verification of Registration and Tax Payment

Before a business entity can do business in the State it must be registered with the State Department of Assessments
and Taxation (SDAT). SDAT is located at State Office Building, Room 803, 301 West Preston Street, Baltimore,
Maryland 21201.

It is strongly recommended that any potential Offeror complete registration prior to the due date for receipt of
Proposals. An Offeror’s failure to complete registration with SDAT may disqualify an otherwise successful Offeror
from final consideration and recommendation for Contract award.

1.29 False Statements

Offerors are advised that Md. Code Ann., State Finance and Procurement Article, § 11-205.1 provides as follows:

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SECTION 3 - SCOPE OF WORK

3.1  Background and Purpose

3.1.1 Purpose

The Agency is issuing this solicitation for the purposes of seeking a qualified firm (Contractor) to provide death
match and death certificate retrieval services for the Maryland State Retirement and Pension System.

The purpose of the death match service is to identify for the Agency participants, retirees or beneficiaries receiving a
monthly retirement benefit and members or former members who have not begun to receive a monthly retirement
benefit, who are deceased, but whose deaths have not otherwise been reported to the Agency. The timely
identification of these deaths allows the Agency to safeguard the System’s asset from making improper payments.

The purpose of the death certificate retrieval service is to assist the Agency in obtaining death certificates of deceased
participants so that the Agency can efficiently update its records and pay any benefits owed to the designated
beneficiary(ies) of the participant.

The vast majority (approximately 98%) of retirees and beneficiaries receiving a monthly retirement benefit are paid
via an Electronic Fund Transfer (EFT) to the bank account on record with the Agency. While making these monthly
payments via direct deposits is more efficient and cost effective to the Agency than issuing 142,000 paper checks, it
does increase the risk to the Agency that retirement benefit payments paid after death may be accessed by someone
other than the intended payee. An EFT differs from a paper check as this type of payment does not require a payee
to sign or otherwise negotiate the commercial transaction.

3.1.2 Background

The Agency, on behalf of the Maryland State Retirement and Pension System (MSRPS or System), is the
administrator of a multi-employer public employee retirement system. This system provides retirement allowances
and other benefits to State employees, teachers, judges, legislators, state police, law enforcement officers, correctional
officers and employees of participating governmental units (PGUSs), participating municipal corporations, local boards
of education, libraries, and community colleges within the State.

The Agency has a two-fold mission: (1) to administer benefits of the System’s participants and (2) to ensure that
sufficient assets are available to fund the benefits when due. This entails:

o Effectively communicating with all retirement plan participants to inform and educate them about planning
and preparing for all aspects of their future retirement;

e Accurately and timely paying retirement allowances to the System’s retirees and their beneficiaries, and
refunds to those who withdraw from the programs;

e Prudently investing System assets in a well-diversified manner to optimize long-term returns while
controlling risk; and,

o Efficiently collecting the required employer and member contributions necessary to fund the System.

The Agency has close to 200 employees based at 120 E. Baltimore Street, Baltimore, Maryland with a small remote
office in Annapolis. The value of the assets of the System is approximately $45.4 billion as of June 30, 2014, making
it one of the larger public retirement funds in the country.
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There are approximately 142,000 payments issued monthly to retirees and beneficiaries, 51,500 vested members who
will be due a retirement benefit at a later date, and approximately 193,000 active members for whom the Agency
performs payroll and retirement / pension processing. In addition to the State itself as an employer, the Agency works
with approximately 120 local eligible PGUs that voluntarily participate in the distinct retirement and pension program
groups administered by the Agency. The Agency’s Comprehensive Annual Financial Report (CAFR) lists all PGUs
and can be found on the Agency’s public website:http://www.sra.state.md.us/Agency/Downloads/CAFR/Default.aspx.
Members of the MSRPS participate in one of the following systems, each of which includes a Plan Summary in the
CAFR:

e Teachers’ Retirement System;

e Teachers’ Pension System;

e Employees’ Retirement System, which includes subsystems:
o Legislative Pension Plan
o Correctional Officers’ Retirement System

Employees’ Pension System;

Judges’ Retirement System,;

State Police Retirement System;

Local Fire and Police System; and

Law Enforcement Officers’ Pension System.

Multiple plan levels may exist within a system. The Agency administers approximately 55 separate retirement and
pension programs, and each plan has a unique set of provisions that impact enrollment, eligibility, and the calculation
of benefits. Within the pension systems listed immediately above, there are also up to four (4) “tiers” that each applies
to different member groups during different time periods. For example, within the Employees’ Pension System, there
were periods during which there was a non-contributory plan, then a contributory plan, then an alternate contributory
plan, and most recently a “reformed” contributory plan. These tiers are also described in the CAFR.

In addition, these retirement programs permit transfers between the programs to support the membership and the
citizens of the State. In a recent benchmarking study, SRA’s inventory of pension programs was determined to be of
above-average complexity within the public retirement industry. This same study indicated that SRA’s member
service delivery levels are also above-average.

3.2  Scope of Work - Requirements

The Account Monitor shall
be assigned to represent the Contractor, be responsible for oversight of the death match
services, and be available on a daily basis to address any and all concerns regarding the
Contract entered into pursuant to this RFP, including invoice issues. The Account Monitor
shall coordinate all activity associated with the services stated in and related to this RFP.

Appoint a Daily Contact who has two (2) years’ experience performing Death Match
services to serve as the main point of contact throughout the life of the contract between the
Agency and the Contractor for all day-to-day communications and administration of issues
such as file transfers, death certificate requests, and issues related to the Contractor’s secure
website or encrypted and password protected software. Daily contact shall have decision
making authority in the event that the Account Monitor is unavailable.

Appoint a Backup Daily Contact to assume the duties of the Daily Contact in their absence.
Contractor shall notify the Agency if the Daily Contact shall be absent for more than 10
business days.

The Contractor shall maintain Commercial General Liability Insurance with limits sufficient to cover losses

o Names, titles, and contact information for progressively higher levels of personnel in the
Contractor’s organization who would become involved in resolving a problem;

e For each individual listed in the Contractor’s PEP, the maximum amount of time a problem
will remain unresolved with that individual before the problem escalates to the next contact
person listed in the Contractor’s PEP;

o Expedited escalation procedures and any circumstances that would trigger expedited
escalation procedures;

e The method of providing feedback on resolution progress, including the frequency of
feedback to be provided to the State;
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e Contact information for persons responsible for resolving issues after normal business hours
(e.g., evenings, weekends, holidays, etc.) and on an emergency basis; and
e A process for updating and notifying the Contract Manager of any changes to the PEP.

Nothing in this section shall be construed to limit any rights of the Contract Manager or the State which may be
allowed by the Contract or applicable law.

Also
see the “Living Wage” provision of the Contract, if applicable, which allows for withholding of
payment under certain circumstances. Any action on the part of the Department, or dispute of action by
the Contractor, shall be in accordance with the provisions of Md. Code Ann., State Finance and
Procurement Article §§ 15-215 through 15-223 and with COMAR 21.10.02.

3.6.2 Invoice Submission Schedule

This section applies to the Contractor and any relevant subcontractor who provides services for the Department’s
identified critical functions, handles Sensitive Data [see RFP Section 3.3.3(c)], and/or hosts any related implemented
system for the State under the Contract. For purposes of this section, “relevant subcontractor” includes any

The Contractor
and any relevant subcontractor shall ensure that the audit scope of each year’s SOC 2 Report engagement
shall accommodate these changes by including in the SOC 2 Report all appropriate controls related to the
current environment supporting the Information Functions and/or Processes, including those controls required
by the Contract.

The scope of the SOC 2 Report shall include work performed by any subcontractors that provide essential
support to the Contractor for the Information Functions and/or Processes for the services provided to the
Department under the Contract. The Contractor shall ensure the audit includes all subcontractors operating in
performance of the Contract.

All SOC 2 Audits, including those of the Contractor and any relevant subcontractor, shall be performed at no
additional expense to the Department.

The Contractor and all relevant subcontractors shall promptly provide a complete copy of the final SOC 2
Report(s) to the Contract Manager upon completion of each SOC 2 Audit engagement.

The Contractor shall provide to the Contract Manager, within 30 calendar days of the issuance of each SOC 2
Report, a documented corrective action plan which addresses each audit finding or exception contained in a
SOC 2 Report. The corrective action plan shall identify in detail the remedial action to be taken by the
Contractor and/or subcontractor(s) along with the date(s) when each remedial action is to be implemented.

If the Contractor, including any relevant subcontract, currently has an annual information security assessment
performed that includes the operations, systems, and repositories of the Information Functions and/or
Processes being provided to the Department under the Contract, and if that assessment generally conforms to
the content and objective of the Guidance, the Department will determine in consultation with appropriate
State government technology and audit authorities whether the Contractor’s and any relevant subcontractor’s
current information security assessments are acceptable in lieu of the SOC 2 Report(s).

If the Contractor and any relevant subcontractor fails during the Contract term to obtain an annual SOC 2
Report by the date specified in RFP Section 3.9.1, the Department shall have the right to retain an
independent audit firm to perform an audit engagement of a SOC 2 Report of the Information Functions
and/or Processes utilized or provided by the Contractor and any relevant subcontractor under the Contract.
The Contractor and any relevant subcontractor agrees to allow the independent audit firm to access its
facility/ies for purposes of conducting this audit engagement(s), and will provide the necessary support and
cooperation to the independent audit firm that is required to perform the audit engagement of the SOC 2
Report . The Department will invoice the Contractor for the expense of the SOC 2 Report(s), or deduct the
cost from future payments to the Contractor.

End of Contract Transition

The Contractor shall cooperate in the orderly transition of services from the Contract awarded under this solicitation
to any subsequent contract for similar services. The transition period shall begin (90) days before the Contract end
date, or the end date of any final exercised option or contract extension. The Contractor shall work toward a prompt
and timely transition, proceeding in accordance with the directions of the Contract Manager. The Contract Manager
may provide the Contractor with additional instructions to meet specific transition requirements prior to the end of
Contract.

4.3  Delivery

The Agency
reserves the right to utilize the services of individuals outside of the established Evaluation Committee for advice and
assistance, as deemed appropriate.

5.2  Technical Proposal Evaluation Criteria

The criteria to be used to evaluate each Technical Proposal are listed below in descending order of importance.

|54 Reciprocal Preference

Although Maryland law does not generally authorize procuring units to favor resident Offerors in awarding
procurement contracts, many other states do grant their resident businesses preferences over Maryland contractors.
Therefore, COMAR 21.05.01.04 permits procuring units to apply a reciprocal preference in favor of a Maryland
resident business under the following conditions:

e The Maryland resident business is a responsible Offeror;
e The most advantageous offer is from a responsible Offeror whose principal office or principal operations
through which it would provide the services required under this RFP is in another state;
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e The other state gives a preference to its resident businesses through law, policy, or practice; and
e The Maryland resident preference does not conflict with a federal law or grant affecting the procurement
Contract.

The preference given shall be identical to the preference that the other state, through law, policy, or practice gives to
its resident businesses.

55 Selection Procedures

55.1 General

The Contract will be awarded in accordance with the Competitive Sealed Proposals (CSP) method found at
COMAR 21.05.03. The Competitive Sealed Proposals method allows for the conducting of discussions and
the revision of Proposals during these discussions. Therefore, the Agency may conduct discussions with all
Offerors that have submitted Proposals that are determined to be reasonably susceptible of being selected for
contract award or potentially so. However, the Agency reserves the right to make an award without holding
discussions.

In either case (i.e., with or without discussions), the Agency may determine an Offeror to be not responsible
and/or an Offeror’s Proposal to be not reasonably susceptible of being selected for award at any time after the
initial closing date for receipt of Proposals and prior to Contract award. If the Agency finds an Offeror to be
not responsible and/or an Offeror’s Technical Proposal to be not reasonably susceptible of being selected for
award, that Offeror’s Financial Proposal will subsequently be returned if the Financial Proposal is unopened
at the time of the determination.

5.5.2  Selection Process Sequence

5.5.2.1 A determination is made that the MDOT Certified MBE Utilization and Fair Solicitation Affidavit
(Attachment D-1A) is included and is properly completed, if there is a MBE goal. In addition, a
determination is made that the Veteran-Owned Small Business Enterprise (VSBE) Utilization
Affidavit and Subcontractor Participation Schedule (Attachment M-1) is included and is properly
completed, if there is a VSBE goal. Finally, a determination is made that all Offeror Minimum
Qualifications, if any (See RFP Section 2), have been satisfied.

5.5.2.2 Technical Proposals are evaluated for technical merit and ranked. During this review, oral
presentations and discussions may be held. The purpose of such discussions will be to assure a full
understanding of the Agency's requirements and the Offeror’s ability to perform the services, as well
as to facilitate arrival at a Contract that is most advantageous to the State. Offerors will be contacted
by the Agency as soon as any discussions are scheduled.

5.5.2.3 Offerors must confirm in writing any substantive oral clarifications of, or changes in, their Technical
Proposals made in the course of discussions. Any such written clarifications or changes then become
part of the Offeror’s Technical Proposal. Technical Proposals are given a final review and ranked.

5.5.2.4 The Financial Proposal of each Qualified Offeror (a responsible Offeror determined to have submitted
an acceptable Proposal) will be evaluated and ranked separately from the Technical evaluation. After
a review of the Financial Proposals of Qualified Offerors, the Evaluation Committee or Procurement
Officer may again conduct discussions to further evaluate the Offeror’s entire Proposal.

5.5.2.5 When in the best interest of the State, the Procurement Officer may permit Qualified Offerors to
revise their initial Proposals and submit, in writing, Best and Final Offers (BAFOs). The State may
make an award without issuing a request for a BAFO.
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5.5.3 Award Determination

Upon completion of the Technical Proposal and Financial Proposal evaluations and rankings, each Offeror
will receive an overall ranking. The Procurement Officer will recommend award of the Contract to the
responsible Offeror that submitted the Proposal determined to be the most advantageous to the State. In
making this most advantageous Proposal determination, technical factors will be given equal weight with
financial factors.

Patents, Copyrights, and Intellectual Property

If the Contractor furnishes any design, device, material, process, or other item, which is covered by a patent,
trademark or service mark, or copyright or which is proprietary to, or a trade secret of, another, the Contractor
shall obtain the necessary permission or license to permit the State to use such item or items.

The Contractor will defend or settle, at its own expense, any claim or suit against the State alleging that any
such item furnished by the Contractor infringes any patent, trademark, service mark, copyright, or trade
secret.

8. Confidential or Proprietary Information and Documentation

8.1 Subject to the Maryland Public Information Act and any other applicable laws including, without limitation,
HIPAA, the HI-TECH ACT, and the Maryland Medical Records Act and the implementation of regulations
promulgated pursuant thereto, all confidential or proprietary information and documentation relating to either
party (including without limitation, any information or data stored within the Contractor’s computer systems)
shall be held in absolute confidence by the other party. Each party shall, however, be permitted to disclose
relevant confidential information to its officers, agents, and employees to the extent that such disclosure is
necessary for the performance of their duties under this Contract, provided that the data may be collected,
used, disclosed, stored, and disseminated only as provided by and consistent with the law.

8.2 This Section 8 shall survive expiration or termination of this Contract.
9. Loss of Data

10. Indemnification

10.1  The Contractor shall hold harmless and indemnify the State from and against any and all losses, damages,
claims, suits, actions, liabilities, and/or expenses, including, without limitation, attorneys’ fees and
disbursements of any character that arise from, are in connection with or are attributable to the performance or
nonperformance of the Contractor or its subcontractors under this Contract.

10.2  This indemnification clause shall not be construed to mean that the Contractor shall indemnify the State
against liability for any losses, damages, claims, suits, actions, liabilities, and/or expenses that are attributable
to the sole negligence of the State or the State’s employees.

10.3  The State of Maryland has no obligation to provide legal counsel or defense to the Contractor or its
subcontractors in the event that a suit, claim, or action of any character is brought by any person not party to
this Contract against the Contractor or its subcontractors as a result of or relating to the Contractor’s
performance under this Contract.

10.4  The State has no obligation for the payment of any judgments or the settlement of any claims against the
Contractor or its subcontractors as a result of or relating to the Contractor’s performance under this Contract.

10.5  The Contractor shall immediately notify the Procurement Officer of any claim or suit made or filed against
the Contractor or its subcontractors regarding any matter resulting from, or relating to, the Contractor’s
obligations under the Contract, and will cooperate, assist, and consult with the State in the defense or
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investigation of any claim, suit, or action made or filed against the State as a result of, or relating to, the
Contractor’s performance under this Contract.

10.6  This Section 10 shall survive termination of this Contract.
11. Non-Hiring of Employees

No official or employee of the State, as defined under Md. Code Ann., General Provisions Article, § 5-101, whose
duties as such official or employee include matters relating to or affecting the subject matter of this Contract, shall,
during the pendency and term of this Contract and while serving as an official or employee of the State, become or be
an employee of the Contractor or any entity that is a subcontractor on this Contract.

12. Disputes

This Contract shall be subject to the provisions of Md. Code Ann., State Finance and Procurement Article, Title 15,
Subtitle 2, and COMAR 21.10 (Administrative and Civil Remedies). Pending resolution of a claim, the Contractor
shall proceed diligently with the performance of the Contract in accordance with the Procurement Officer’s decision.
Unless a lesser period is provided by applicable statute, regulation, or the Contract, the Contractor must file a written
notice of claim with the Procurement Officer within thirty (30) days after the basis for the claim is known or should
have been known, whichever is earlier. Contemporaneously with or within thirty (30) days of the filing of a notice of
claim, but no later than the date of final payment under the Contract, the Contractor must submit to the Procurement
Officer its written claim containing the information specified in COMAR 21.10.04.02.

13. Maryland Law
13.1  This Contract shall be construed, interpreted, and enforced according to the laws of the State of Maryland.

13.2  The Md. Code Ann., Commercial Law Article, Title 22, Maryland Uniform Computer Information
Transactions Act, does not apply to this Contract or to any purchase order or Notice to Proceed issued under
this Contract.

13.3  Any and all references to the Maryland Code, Annotated contained in this Contract shall be construed to refer
to such Code sections as are from time to time amended.

14. Nondiscrimination in Employment

The Contractor agrees: (a) not to discriminate in any manner against an employee or applicant for employment
because of race, color, religion, creed, age, sex, marital status, national origin, sexual orientation, sexual identity,
ancestry, or disability of a qualified individual with a disability; (b) to include a provision similar to that contained in
subsection (a), above, in any underlying subcontract except a subcontract for standard commercial supplies or raw
materials; and (c) to post and to cause subcontractors to post in conspicuous places available to employees and
applicants for employment, notices setting forth the substance of this clause.

15. Contingent Fee Prohibition

The Contractor warrants that it has not employed or retained any person, partnership, corporation, or other entity,
other than a bona fide employee, bona fide agent, bona fide salesperson, or commercial selling agency working for the
business, to solicit or secure the Contract, and that the business has not paid or agreed to pay any person, partnership,
corporation, or other entity, other than a bona fide employee, bona fide agent, bona fide salesperson, or commercial
selling agency, any fee or any other consideration contingent on the making of this Contract.
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16. Non-availability of Funding

If the General Assembly fails to appropriate funds or if funds are not otherwise made available for continued
performance for any fiscal period of this Contract succeeding the first fiscal period, this Contract shall be canceled
automatically as of the beginning of the fiscal year for which funds were not appropriated or otherwise made
available; provided, however, that this will not affect either the State’s rights or the Contractor’s rights under any
termination clause in this Contract. The effect of termination of the Contract hereunder will be to discharge both the
Contractor and the State from future performance of the Contract, but not from their rights and obligations existing at
the time of termination. The Contractor shall be reimbursed for the reasonable value of any nonrecurring costs
incurred but not amortized in the price of the Contract. The State shall notify the Contractor as soon as it has
knowledge that funds may not be available for the continuation of this Contract for each succeeding fiscal period
beyond the first.

17. Termination for Cause

If the Contractor fails to fulfill its obligations under this Contract properly and on time, or otherwise violates any
provision of the Contract, the State may terminate the Contract by written notice to the Contractor. The notice shall
specify the acts or omissions relied upon as cause for termination. All finished or unfinished work provided by the
Contractor shall, at the State’s option, become the State’s property. The State shall pay the Contractor fair and
equitable compensation for satisfactory performance prior to receipt of notice of termination, less the amount of
damages caused by the Contractor’s breach. If the damages are more than the compensation payable to the
Contractor, the Contractor will remain liable after termination and the State can affirmatively collect damages.
Termination hereunder, including the termination of the rights and obligations of the parties, shall be governed by the
provisions of COMAR 21.07.01.11B.

18. Termination for Convenience

The performance of work under this Contract may be terminated by the State in accordance with this clause in whole,
or from time to time in part, whenever the State shall determine that such termination is in the best interest of the
State. The State will pay all reasonable costs associated with this Contract that the Contractor has incurred up to the
date of termination, and all reasonable costs associated with termination of the Contract; provided, however, the
Contractor shall not be reimbursed for any anticipatory profits that have not been earned up to the date of termination.
Termination hereunder, including the determination of the rights and obligations of the parties, shall be governed by
the provisions of COMAR 21.07.01.12A(2).

19. Delays and Extensions of Time

The Contractor agrees to prosecute the work continuously and diligently and no charges or claims for damages shall
be made by it for any delays, interruptions, interferences, or hindrances from any cause whatsoever during the
progress of any portion of the work specified in this Contract.

Time extensions will be granted only for excusable delays that arise from unforeseeable causes beyond the control
and without the fault or negligence of the Contractor, including but not restricted to, acts of God, acts of the public
enemy, acts of the State in either its sovereign or contractual capacity, acts of another Contractor in the performance
of a contract with the State, fires, floods, epidemics, quarantine restrictions, strikes, freight embargoes, or delays of
subcontractors or suppliers arising from unforeseeable causes beyond the control and without the fault or negligence
of either the Contractor or the subcontractors or suppliers.

20. Suspension of Work
The State unilaterally may order the Contractor in writing to suspend, delay, or interrupt all or any part of its

performance for such period of time as the Procurement Officer may determine to be appropriate for the convenience
of the State.
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21. Pre-Existing Regulations

22. Financial Disclosure

during a calendar year under which the business is to receive in the aggregate, $100,000 or more, shall within thirty
(30) days of the time when the aggregate value of these contracts, leases or other agreements reaches $100,000, file
with the Secretary of the State certain specified information to include disclosure of beneficial ownership of the
business.

23. Political Contribution Disclosure

The Contractor shall comply with Md. Code Ann., Election Law Article, Title 14, which requires that every person
that enters into a contract for a procurement with the State, a county, or a municipal corporation, or other political
subdivision of the State, during a calendar year in which the person receives a contract with a governmental entity in
the amount of $200,000 or more, shall, file with the State Board of Elections statements disclosing: (a) any
contributions made during the reporting period to a candidate for elective office in any primary or general election;

(©) Services with an officer or other entity that is in the Executive Branch of the State
government and is authorized by law to enter into a procurement (“Unit”); or

(d) Services between a Unit and a County or Baltimore City.
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If the Unit responsible for the State contract for services determines that application of the Living
Wage would conflict with any applicable Federal program, the Living Wage does not apply to the
contract or program.

A Contractor must not split or subdivide a State contract for services, pay an employee through a
third party, or treat an employee as an independent Contractor or assign work to employees to avoid
the imposition of any of the requirements of Md. Code Ann., State Finance and Procurement Article,
Title 18.

The Commissioner shall publish any adjustments to the wage rates on the Division of
Labor and Industry’s website. An employer subject to the Living Wage Law must comply with the
rate requirements during the initial term of the contract and all subsequent renewal periods,
including any increases in the wage rate, required by the Commissioner, automatically upon the
effective date of the revised wage rate.

A Contractor/Subcontractor who reduces the wages paid to an employee based on the employer’s
share of the health insurance premium, as provided in Md. Code Ann., State Finance and
Procurement Article, 818-103(c), shall not lower an employee’s wage rate below the minimum wage
as set in Md. Code Ann., Labor and Employment Article, 83-413. A Contractor/Subcontractor who
reduces the wages paid to an employee based on the employer’s share of health insurance premium
shall comply with any record reporting requirements established by the Commissioner.

THIS NON-DISCLOSURE AGREEMENT (“Agreement”) is made by and between the State of Maryland
(the “State™), acting by and through Maryland State Retirement Agency (the “Agency”), and
( the “Contractor”).

RECITALS

WHEREAS, the Contractor has been awarded a contract (the “Contract”) following the solicitation for Death
Match Services Solicitation # SRA 15-18; and

WHEREAS, in order for the Contractor to perform the work required under the Contract, it will be necessary
for the State at times to provide the Contractor and the Contractor’s employees, agents, and subcontractors
(collectively the “Contractor’s Personnel”) with access to certain information the State deems confidential
information (the “Confidential Information”).

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of being given access to the Confidential Information in connection
with the solicitation and the Contract, and for other good and valuable consideration, the receipt and sufficiency of
which the parties acknowledge, the parties do hereby agree as follows:

1. Regardless of the form, format, or media on or in which the Confidential Information is provided and regardless
of whether any such Confidential Information is marked as such, Confidential Information means (1) any and all
information provided by or made available by the State to the Contractor in connection with the Contract and (2)
any and all Personally Identifiable Information (PIl) (including but not limited to personal information as defined
in Md. Ann. Code, State Govt. §10-1301) and Protected Health Information (PHI) that is provided by a person or
entity to the Contractor in connection with this Contract. Confidential Information includes, by way of example
only, information that the Contractor views, takes notes from, copies (if the State agrees in writing to permit
copying), possesses or is otherwise provided access to and use of by the State in relation to the Contract.

2. Contractor shall not, without the State’s prior written consent, copy, disclose, publish, release, transfer,
disseminate, use, or allow access for any purpose or in any form, any Confidential Information except for the sole
and exclusive purpose of performing under the Contract. Contractor shall limit access to the Confidential
Information to the Contractor’s Personnel who have a demonstrable need to know such Confidential Information
in order to perform under the Contract and who have agreed in writing to be bound by the disclosure and use
limitations pertaining to the Confidential Information. The names of the Contractor’s Personnel are attached
hereto and made a part hereof as ATTACHMENT J-1. Contractor shall update ATTACHMENT J-1 by adding
additional names (whether Contractor’s personnel or a subcontractor’s personnel) as needed, from time to time.

3. If the Contractor intends to disseminate any portion of the Confidential Information to non-employee agents who
are assisting in the Contractor’s performance of the Contract or who will otherwise have a role in performing any
aspect of the Contract, the Contractor shall first obtain the written consent of the State to any such dissemination.
The State may grant, deny, or condition any such consent, as it may deem appropriate in its sole and absolute
subjective discretion.

4. Contractor hereby agrees to hold the Confidential Information in trust and in strictest confidence, to adopt or
establish operating procedures and physical security measures, and to take all other measures necessary to protect
the Confidential Information from inadvertent release or disclosure to unauthorized third parties and to prevent all
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or any portion of the Confidential Information from falling into the public domain or into the possession of
persons not bound to maintain the confidentiality of the Confidential Information.

5. Contractor shall promptly advise the State in writing if it learns of any unauthorized use, misappropriation, or
disclosure of the Confidential Information by any of the Contractor’s Personnel or the Contractor’s former
Personnel. Contractor shall, at its own expense, cooperate with the State in seeking injunctive or other equitable
relief against any such person(s).

6. Contractor shall, at its own expense, return to the Department all copies of the Confidential Information in its
care, custody, control or possession upon request of the Department or on termination of the Contract. Contractor
shall complete and submit ATTACHMENT J-2 when returning the Confidential Information to the Department.
At such time, Contractor shall also permanently delete any Confidential Information stored electronically by the
Contractor.

7. A breach of this Agreement by the Contractor or by the Contractor’s Personnel shall constitute a breach of the
Contract between the Contractor and the State.

8. Contractor acknowledges that any failure by the Contractor or the Contractor’s Personnel to abide by the terms
and conditions of use of the Confidential Information may cause irreparable harm to the State and that monetary
damages may be inadequate to compensate the State for such breach. Accordingly, the Contractor agrees that the
State may obtain an injunction to prevent the disclosure, copying or improper use of the Confidential Information.
The Contractor consents to personal jurisdiction in the Maryland State Courts. The State’s rights and remedies
hereunder are cumulative and the State expressly reserves any and all rights, remedies, claims and actions that it
may have now or in the future to protect the Confidential Information and to seek damages from the Contractor
and the Contractor’s Personnel for a failure to comply with the requirements of this Agreement. In the event the
State suffers any losses, damages, liabilities, expenses, or costs (including, by way of example only, attorneys’
fees and disbursements) that are attributable, in whole or in part to any failure by the Contractor or any of the
Contractor’s Personnel to comply with the requirements of this Agreement, the Contractor shall hold harmless
and indemnify the State from and against any such losses, damages, liabilities, expenses, and costs.

9. Contractor and each of the Contractor’s Personnel who receive or have access to any Confidential Information
shall execute a copy of an agreement substantially similar to this Agreement, in no event less restrictive than as
set forth in this Agreement, and the Contractor shall provide originals of such executed Agreements to the State.

10. The parties further agree that:

a.  This Agreement shall be governed by the laws of the State of Maryland,;

b.  The rights and obligations of the Contractor under this Agreement may not be assigned or delegated, by
operation of law or otherwise, without the prior written consent of the State;

c.  The State makes no representations or warranties as to the accuracy or completeness of any
Confidential Information;

d.  The invalidity or unenforceability of any provision of this Agreement shall not affect the validity or
enforceability of any other provision of this Agreement;

e.  Signatures exchanged by facsimile are effective for all purposes hereunder to the same extent as
original signatures;

f. The Recitals are not merely prefatory but are an integral part hereof; and
The effective date of this Agreement shall be the same as the effective date of the Contract entered into
by the parties.
